THE CENTENARY OF THE 
‘ ALMIGHTY DOLLAR.” 

In these days of jubilees, centenarics, and celebra- 
tions of all kinds, it is surprising that the centenary of 
the “almighty dollar” should have passed unnoticed ; 
yet no attempt has been mado to celebrate the hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of the uncrowned monarch of 
the United States. - 

It wason April 2nd, 1794, that the young Republic 
completed the process of separation from the mother 
country by passing a law for the introduction of a new 
coinage, but it was not until six months afterwards (i.c., 
October 15th) that the first consignment of dollars— 
there were 1,758 of them—were sent from the mint at 
Philadelphia to the Maryland Bank, and immediately put 
in circulation. That was the first ripple of the stream 
of money which has since spread all over the States. ~ 

The first silver dollar can scarcely be called pretty. 
The ma on the reverse side, in the midst of a mea 
twig of laurel, has the appearance of an ill-fed siskin 
swinging on a brass ina cage. The bustof Liberty, 
surrounded by two uneven groups of stars, the date, and 
the word “ Liberty,” is no more artistic than the eagle 
and the laurel. 

In the following year an improvement was effected ; 
the eagle looked better fed, and was treading on clouds ; 
Liberty's head was drawn in better style, and her hair 
was more tidy. 

In 1804 the reverse side underwent a great change. 
The eagle’s wings were properly spread; in is beak he 
held ariband, on which appeared (for the first time) the 
motto E pluribus unum ; in his right foot he held some 
thunderbolts, and in his left a twig of laurel ; and over 
his breast was a shield with stripes alternating in colour. 
The clouds had risen from his feet to the above his 
head, and between these and the eagle’s head twinkled 
the stars which represent the individual States. The 
head of Liberty was improved. 

The dollars of 1 and 1870 are very similar. 
Liberty is now full-sized, instead of merely a bust; she 
is sitting down, one hand touching a shield (resting on 
the ground), on which is the word “ Liberty,” and in the 
other she holds a staff, on which is hung a Phrygian 
cap. The other side of the coin shows the eagle with a 
smaller breast-shield. Over his head, in the 1870 
specimen, is a riband with the words, “ In God we Trust.” 

he motto, E pluribus unum, does not appear. 

A further change was made in 1878. Liberty is 
shortened to a head, with a diadem (bearing the word 
“ Liberty”) and a Phrygian cap—the latter placed 
coquettishly at the back. Round the edge are the stars, 
the date, and Epluribus unum. On the reverse side isa 
smaller eagle, his wings stretched upwards; there is 
neither chia d nor riband, but over the eagle’s head, in 
ae reed characters, are the words, “In God we

STUDYING MAN BY ELECTRIC 
“LIGHT. 


Waar You anp I Loox Liss Inerpz. 


Execrnicrtr is finding a wide field of usefulness in 
surgery. By its aid the interior of the human body is 
actuall illuminated, so that the physician can peo 
upon the internal mechanism of the patient and find out 
what is the matter. 

For example, suppose that the digestive o' ofa 
child go wrong. Perhaps the difficulty may be due to 
some object swallowed, - a peal It is an onsy es 
to settle the question by lighting up the stomach from 
within. ; 

The instrument devised for this purpose is as cole 
as it is ingenious. It looks like an ordinary rubber tub 
to the end of which a bulb of glass is attached. 
with the bulb end first, is r down the throat of the 
patient, just like an ordinary stomach tube. 

There is no difficulty about swallowing it, as one who 
has never made such an experiment might imagine. A 
loop of copper wire extends through the entire len 
of the tube. Ite two ends, projecting from the ot. 
extremity of the rubber worm, are attached to tho 
battery. 

It a but the work of a ihinute to pase the rubber 
worm down the patient's throat. The electric current 
ie turned on, and a light equal in power to two candlcs 
appears within the g tube. is light illuminates 
the inside of the stomach so brightly that it can actual} 
be seen through the front wall of the body, whic 
exhibits a rosy glow. 

If any foreign body has found lodgment in the organ 
it will appear as an opaque spot. In this way it is often 
possible to find out what ails a person whose illness 
would otherwise remain a mystery. 

Another interesting operation is called “ trans- 
lumination of the larynx.” It is applied in cases where 
something is supposed to be the matter with that or 

An electric lamp, somewhat resembling a dark 
lantern, with a powerful lens, is pressed inst the 
outside of the throat in front, directly over the Adam's 
apple. Everybody has an Adam's apple, which is the 
voice-box containing the vocal cords, though in women 
it is usually smaller, and does not make an ugly pro- 
jection. Close against this organ from the outside the 

lens of the lantern is pressed, so that the concentrated 
light is shed through the throat-wall. 

So thin is this wall that the rays pierce it, and 
illuminate the voice-box within, enabling the physician, 
by looking down the patient's throat, to examine its 
interior and to see if anything is wrong with the vocal 
cords. 

Just as this important organ of gee is examined b: 
electricity, so likewise the surgeon lights "p the insi 
of the ear and investigates the condition of the apparatus 
of hearing. 

Within the cheekbone on each side is a small cavit; 
known to medical science as the “antrum of Hymore.” 
Sometimes, owing to inflammation caused by an abscess 
of a tooth or by a blow, this cavity becomes filled with 
pus. To find out if such a thing has happened, the 
physician puts into the mouth of the patient a small 
electric lamp, which has an attachment of gutta percha 
so constructed as to push down the tongue. 

The light, which a power equal to three candles, 
and is produced by a current of three volts, illuminates 
the whole face, just as a hollow turnip is lighted up by 
a candle. If there is pus in the “antrum” it will show 
black. 

Another sort of electric lamp is employed for looking 
through a finger which may have aneedle in it. Having 
found out exactly where the needle is located, it is easy 
for the surgeon to cut it out, otherwise it might be quite 
the reverse. By holding such a lamp at the back or 
palm of a person's hand, the structure of that wonderful 
piece of mechanism can be clearly seen. 

Within a very short time the operation for cutting 
out and removing the so-called vermiform appendix has 
become a very common one in surgery. ‘This little 
attachment to the human intestines frequently makes 
trouble. Something gets into it and lodges, the result 
being an inflammation which is apt to be fatal. 

The only thing to do in such a case is to cut open the 
wall of the abdomen and remove the appendix, which is 
of no use whatever tothe human economy. Incidentally, 
the surgeon must examine the intestines to see whether 
they require mending. He must have plenty of light, 
and so he has fastened to his forehead au electric lamp 
like a dark lantern, which projects its rays through a 
lens into the abdominal cavity of the subject. 

Electric motors are utilised in surgery for various 
purposes. One of these is to drill away a diseased 

rowth of the dividing wall of the nose. A saw driven 
y electricity is similarly employed for operations on 
the hones of the jaw. 

But perhaps the most remarkable novelty in this line 
is the télephone bullet probe. To one end of the wire is 
attached a nickel-plated bulb of metal; at the other end 
is a steel probe. The bulb is put into the patient’s 
mouth. serie when the probe enters the wound, 
the circuit is completed through the body of the patient. 
To the wire is attached a hearing cup with a diaphragm 
and a horse-shoe magnet inside. This the s puts 
to his ear while he probes for the bullet. When the 
latter is touched, the contact is made known by a 
distinct sound.

It should be of a good colour, free from 
muddy deposit, and as soft as possible. Hard water 
eats away profit and entails many bothers. The hard- 
ness is caused by the presence of some form of lime, and 
this lime readily combines with soap, preventing lather- 
ing, and forming a new substance which deposits itself 
on mac) aboline pk en Teenie its 
way into t re, lucing a dirty greyish or yellowis 
foes. About two ounces of soap are thus neutralised 
for degree of hardness in one gallon of water. 
It will thus be seen that a water of from fifteen to twenty 
of hardness must entail a very heavy loss in the 
course of a year, besides tending to lower the standard 
of the work.

y and nig the roars of the lions and the furious 
trumpeting of the elephants almost make the walls and 
the buildings tremble. On calm nights one can hear the 
cries and roaring of the young captives for miles. The 
plaintive, passionate calls of the young lions, as if they 
wanted their mother to come and take them back to 
their desert freedom, and the almost human crying of 
the little river-horses, fill even the hearts of the natives 
with pity. 

Sometimes, in responce to the wailing of the young 
lions, a deep and angry roaring comes from some point 
near by. The old lion or lioness has followed close 
upon the heels of the captors, often for scores of miles, 
and skulks about pining for its young till some 
friendly bullet ends ite misery. 

Often the youngsters refuse to take food of any kind 
at the beginning of their captivity, and actually die 
from starvation. But most of them, especially lions 
and elephants, survive. The lions and the hippopotami 
are first nourished with goat’s milk three times a day; 
the elephants with cooked “durra,” and later with bran. 

If the lions and elephants become very fractious, 
their rations are suspended until the pangs of hunger 
have broken their vicious tempers. The young 
hippopotami are of a more peaceful disposition, but 
they need the closest attention. It is almost impossible 
to make them take even goat’s milk, and consequently 
many die. 

Lions are shipped when six months o1d, hippopotami 

erally at the age of three months, as they are very 
fae ir weight Tar ying from 300 to 400 pounds, even 
at that age. Elephants almost invariably remain at the 
farm from twelve to eighteen months. 

When the lions, hippopotami, and elephants are ready 
to be shipped to Europe or America, a caravan is made 
up at the farm to take them to Suakim, on the Red Sea. 

At Suakim the animals are transferred to the ships. 
At the same time the caravan is broken up. The natives 
are disbanded, and the white men depart for their own 
country to spend the six months of the so-called fever 
season, and do not return until that is over. i 
this time a trustworthy native takes care of the farm.
